Hassle developed at. the 
Council meeting when coun- 
c-il.men couldn't agree on a 
salary for John Bramhall, 
appointed acting city ad­ 
ministrator at last week's 
meeting.

Refusal to name a salary 
effectively stopped passage

of the resolution which 
would have officially named 
Bramhall for the job. ,

Block appeared when 
Mayor Albert I sen com­ 
mented that the proposed 
salary of $19,000 per year, 
prorated over the period 
Bramhall would hold down 
the. job, was "too much" 
and moved for a compro­ 
mise salary of $17,000. 
Three cobncilmen Immedi­ 
ately balked and a fourth 
refused to vote.

Salary was proposed by 
retiring City Manager 
George Stevens and would 
apply only during the per­ 
iod required to select a re­ 
placement for the post.

At the close of the session 
councilmen, realizing that 
the city would be without 
an administrative head aft­ 
er Stevens' termination to­ 
morrow evening, hurridly 
brought the subject, back for 
discussion and approved, 
6-1, the $19,000 annual stip­ 
end.
